OTTAWA--It is generally believ- 
ed that the Budget to be presented 
at the present session of the Oan- 
adian Parliament by the Prime Mn.- 
ister, Mr. Bennett, in the capacity of 
Minister of Finance, will ‘impose a 
considerable increase in direct tax- 
ation pon the Canadian people. In 
the prosent extraordinary circumstan 
ces customs revenue has fallen ok, 
income.tax is down, while the most 
rig'd economies have failed to effect 


corresponding «cuts in national ex-, 


penditures because a very large 
rercentage of the revenue: is ear- 
marked for interest on the public 
debt, pensions and other aeneRpente 
obligations. 

While there will be no exact in- 
formation on the subject until Mr. 
Bennett makes his pronoucement in 
Parliament. it is predicted that there 
will be increases in the income tax 
both for individuals and corporations 
and exemptions thereon reduced; 
that the sales tax wil] be raised from 
the present figure of four per cent 
to perhaps five or six per ‘cent: 
possibly a widening of the stamp tax 
on money instruments and a revival 
of so-called “nuisance taxes” devised 
in war budgets. Furthermore ali 
Government departmenta have the 
mos, explicit instructions to trim 
their estimates to the last possibje 
penny. Through these various ex- 
pedients it is believed the gap be- 
tween roceipts ‘and expenditures can 
be overcome and the Government en- 
abled to meet all its obligations with 
out embarrassment. 


Political prophets. assume that 
there wil; be few, if any chnges in 
the tariff at this geasion’ in view of 
the impending meeting at Ottawa of 
the Imperial Econoic Conference 
~-for which the way hag heen cleared 
by abrogation of the trade treaty 
with France as from June, The agree 
ment reached at the Honolulu con 
ference between representatives of 
New Zealand and Canada will be 
presented for ratification and there 
is a possibility of a preferential 
treaty with South Africa also com- 
ing before Parliament. But in gen- 
eral, tariff changes will be deferred. 


The session is expected to be com- 
paratively short, and there is ‘talk 
of it concluding by mid-May or early 
Jufie 80 that the Government’ may 
have some weeks free to conclude 
its preparations for the visit of th 


| Empire statesmen. If it should prove 


necessary, Parliament may be called 
again in the fall to ratify in behalf 
of this Dominion the conclusions 
reached by the Imperial Conference.

- CHAIRMAN EARL CORK FULLY 
NOT DEALING WITH NEW 


‘EXPLAINS REASONS FOR BoARO 
SCHOOL DURING PAST 


YEAR; AND SETS OUT LOW COST PER PUPIL 
FOR TUITION 


At the close of the Town's an- 
nual meeting on Priday eveni 
last, Mayor .Forster turned over the 
chair to Mr. BE. L. Cork; chairman 
of the Wainwright School Béard, 
who in a very lucid manner des- 
cribed the workings of the Board 
during 1931, and the. reagons for 
decisions arrived at. 

During his addross he called upon 
Secretary Steey who read the Board's 
annual statement, and at the close of 
his remarks, answered one or twu 
questions pertaining to matters of 
School Board procedure. 

His address was as follows:— 

In presenting our annual report to 
the ratepayers of school district No. 
1658 I can truthfully aay we are very 
proud of the results. Im 1931 over 88 
per cent. of the pupile in our public 
school passed their examinations and 
were prpmoted. In the high schovi 
we find’ that the marks obtained for 
departmental exams were -higher 
on an average than those obtained 
by pupils writing the same papers 
in the schools of the city of Hdmon- 
ton; where the costs and the stand- 
ard of operation are much higher 
conditions more favorable and the 
chances to raise that average are 20 
}to our 1, And incidentally I may add 
that we have yet to find the high 
school anywhere in the province, op- 
erating in conjunction with a public 
school——that is, the principal in the 
high school supervising . the public 
schoo! as well——and where the 
total enrolment is 325 or more, and

BUILDING FOR SCIENTIFIC 
RESEARCH 


OTTAWA, Canada.—At a cost o 
more than $3,000,000 the Governme: 
of Canada has completed erection in 
Ottawa of a laboratory plant f : 
the Nationa: Research and it will be | 
opened formally at the meeting this 
spring of the Royal Society of Ca. 
ada, The Research Council has if 
leer) members, scientists of national 
repute, and was organized in 1916 
to form a_ connecting link between 
thepretical science and the practica. 
requirements of industry and co: 
emrce. It has some notable achieve- 
mepts to its credit, although handi- 
capped always by lack of adequate 
facilities for experiment and re- 
search, This handicap now has been 
removed by construction of a build- 
ing where the council's experts will 
hve scope for their ingenuity and

provision for the most elaborate 
tests. 
The new laboratory building is 


418 feet long, 176 feet wide and 
sixty feet high, of steel frame con- 
struction faced with sandstone. 
There is provision for a_ scietific 
library of 300,000 volumes. The en- 
gieering laboratory units are carried 
firough two storeys to accomodate 
large machines and the electrical 
laboratory has facilities for re- 
searches in voltages up to 750,000. 
On the main floor there is acconw~ 
dation for the Council's permanent 
staff of 120. A feature of the equip- 
ment is the section devoted to the 
testing of aeronautical craft

Had times been good it would hay. 
been very easy to have raised our 
high school attendance out of pro- 
portion for two teachers by teaching 
every subject in twelve and enroli- 
ing every student that wanted to 
come from a distance to. take al. 
four grades; but this action woula 
have cost of another room and 
equipment, and another high schocl 
teacher capable of teaching somc 
subjects in grade twelve. 

This gituation was sensed by the 
Board to mature in September anc 
was certainly in their minds whea 
they were seriously considering two 
thousand dollars reduction in their 
annual requisition last spring which 
was eventually made effective. 

This may or may not prove to be a 
wise course but next year's Board 
‘the benefit of results upon 
which to, base their decision. 

In the case of grades seven ana 
cight ag previously quoted. It came 
to a head at Christmas and our ex- 
pansion at that time no doubt. savea 
a year’s time in the education of a 
good many pupils, and proved tha. 
economy at times is not economy 
and can be carried too far. 

I have quoted thesé instances ia 
my experience on your Schoo; Board

The totay cost of operation was 
$17187.49. Leaving it in that form it 
looks like a lot of money but let’s 
see what it fully pays for. It pays 
for an enfolment of 346 pupils and 
they are taught 200 days, which 
equals 69200 pupil days of five and 
one-half hours eech; or it has fully 
paid for the education of a class of 
29 children, starting at grade one 
and finishing five subjects in grade 
twelve, giving them a year to com-~- 
plete each grade. Or another way of 
computation ig to make each day a 
lesson for each child. and we have 
an average cost of 24.8 cents per les- 
son, or $1.48 per pupi} per week 
And I might add that this is the 
gross cost. If you want to deduct 
the revenus received from pupils 
residing outside of the district, and 
~ynt of the governmient graur 
a net cost to the ratepay- 


bee per pupil. 
In c'osing, I desire on behalf of 
the School Poard to express our 
thanks to the Mayor and Counci! 
and also the Secretary-Treasurer of 
the town for their co-operation in 
connection with financial matters, 
which has lent very- materially to the 
school success.

The total demands 
on Council for the year 1931, under 
the fixed obligations named by me, 
amount to a total of $27,662.58. 
These are payments which must be 
met by Council no matter how much 
they may desire to economize. They 
are made up of obligations either 
sanctioned by the“rate~ayers of the 
‘own or required. pnder the statutes 
of the Province ‘and these payments 
must necessarly, be made annually 
When we deduct the total of thes: 
fixed obgations for 1931 from, the 
total disbursements for that yeur, 
we ascertain that there remains a 
balance of disbursements amount- 
ing to approximate'y $8,800.00. Over 
this amount, which we have claasi- 
fied as temporary obligations, Coun- 
cil has in some slight degree con- 
trol. However cannot say that 
they will not spend any of this 
money as under the business of the 
town some of this at least must ne- 
ceasarily be spent and in consequence 
Council has not absolute control of 
even these temporary obligations. In 
this connection, I might be permit- 
ted to mention such disbunsements as 
maintenance of the scavenging sys- 
tem; the maintemance of fire pro- 
tection; heating, lighting and caring 
for the public offices and Council 
Chamber; salaries; postage; station- 
ery and printing; saalry ef Medica! 
Health Officer; the grading of streets 
and construction of sidewalks wii. 
maintenance of both; relief and 
charity; improvement and care of 
cemetery; interest on loans required 
temporarily and many other expen- 
ditures propertly oclassifiable under 
general account, Over the amount of 
a few of these, Council has contro! 
in some slight measure but this con- 
trol is not absolute. The taxpayers 
demand that the streets be maintaia 
ed smooth for automobiles and the 
expenditure is increased. A demand 
is made for a rink for the amuse- 
ment and recreation of the children 
and more money is disbursed. The 
greater the demands the larger we 
amoumt of money required and then 
at the annua] meeting the Council is 
called upon to justify the expendi- 
ture of the money which the taxpay- 
ers have demanded be spent. - 
Nothing can be accomplished by 
my taking up your time in dwelling 
on the various items clearly set out 
in the financiay statement. I would 
recommend this to your attention a 
worthy of your perusal. I do so with 
faith in the justification of every 
item of money therein set out. 
Before closing, I would say that 
there is no desire on my part t' 
mislead you into believing that a!) 
obligations have already been dis- 
charged. In this commection, there- 
fore I would mention that there 
still remains an amount of $6,500.00 
payable to the School Board under 
their 1931 requisition to be made 
them as they require payment t: 
meet their obligations. This amount 
is on hand and & being preserved 
for the purpose for which it is re- 
quired. At the beginning of 1931, we

The fire department at 
present consists of seven firemen, 
two of whom are always'on cal :t 
the firehall during the day and night 
ind the chemical engines and truck, 
as wely as the hose recls, are main- 
tained in the most efficient shape at 

During the twelve months under | 
report there have, fortunately, only 
been nine calls for the. services of 
the fire brigade, and in each in- 
stance the members have been at 
the scene of the fire within a very | 
few minutes and the total damage 
has been negligible. Of the above/ 
numiber of calls five were to fight! 
prairie fires adjacent to town wi 
just im the town limits, and these 
kept well in hand, although some- | 
times allowed to burn dut under con- 
trol for further sa guard. The fact | 
‘thet such an efficient fire system is | 
& paying ‘proposition forthe Town is’! 
well proved by the reduction which 
has been allowed by the insurance | 
companies in the premiums payable | 
for fire ingurance in the town. this 
being, of course, a continuing saving 
to ¢he ratepayers, and one which pro- 
per foresight made feasible. 

In closing, I would extend thanks 
to my committee men for their untir- 
ing assistance whenever calléd upon | 
our relations at all times being most!

hauling, the cement $110.25. and 
the work of laying cost $302.85. The 
cost of lumber in the culverts con- 
structed cost $46.25, and in view of 
the length of culverts constructed, 
150 foet I believe the amount was 
not excessive. The grading) of Ninth 
Avenue from Main to Alberta Street 
cost $60.00 and was the lowest ten- 
der received of some several sub- 
mitting applications; I am satiafied 
with the work done and consider it 
badly needed. After deducting these 
amounts from the total expended, 
there remains the sum of $384.20 
spent on all other works on the 
streets and sidewalks. When one 
considers that some 1500 loads o1 
gravel and cinders were hauled and 
that 500 feet of old board walk was 
torn up and replaced with cinders 
and that the streets were maintain- 
ed after every rain, I believe yous 
wil! ecknowledge that $384.20 cru« 
not be expected to stretch very 
much farther. 

You must bear in mind that it 
was necessary to give employment 
to a nmumber of men, who - would 
otherwise be unable 
for themselves’ and families, and 
that these mien were put to work on 
the streets, that the tota) cost of 
maintenance and repairs to the town 
truck was charged to this depar:. 
ment, even when hauling potatocs 


| for the relief of dried-out districts, 


or used in other departmenta, that 
$28.50 was paid in repairing an ob- 
solete maintainer, and sharpening 
the blade, and that $55.55 was paid 
out for power in scraping streets. I 
do not imagine that this department 
can be charged with extravagance. 


I have often regretted that the 
annual meeting was not held dur- 
weason, when - oo. 
people are clamoring for work to. be 
done on the streets and sidewaike. 
However, the meeting is hekd when 
the streets are covered with slow 
and the low land frozen, therefore 
quite passable, and as the memory 
of man is limited, we have all for- 
gotten the pressure brought pon 
the committee and the petitions to 
Council for improvement and renm- 


vation, and all we can see betse |

Councillor McLeod, chairman on

The Commititee, over which I was 
appointed to preside as chairman 
falls naturally into two department; 
(1)Health, (2) Scavenging. These 
are widely separated as to oper- 
ation but closely connected as to re- 
sults. For example, if the depart- 
ment of scavenging were negiected, 
the health of the town would be en- 
dangered. 

In operation, the expenditures in 
connection with health are alfnos: 
entirely under the control of the 
Board of Health of the town. This 
Board is appointed by Counciy and 
is presided over by the Medical 
Health Officer, who is also appointed 
by Council and whose annua} salary 
for.a number of years has ~ been 
$100.00 per annum. This salary is 
paid annually on the submiasion ot 
the report of the Medical Health 
Officer for the year he has held office 
and in consequence as his report has 
not been submitted untif after the 
end of the year one year has bees 


very real danger to the health of 
the town. We wou:d therefore draw 
your attention to the fact that out- 
side’ of the effete matter depositea 
in the closets the only other mat- 
ter the scavenger is required to re- 
move is waste matter from withn 
the dwellings. If our people realized 
that this matter from the dwellings 
should not be mixed with rakings 
from the yard, straw, manure and 
other matter not properly removable 
by the scavenger. If at the same 
time, tin cans, bottles and boxeé ot 
al: kinds were placed in some recep- 
tackle separate from peelings and 
other damp substances this woula 
obviate much of the difficulty. The 
practice of pouring slops over the 
pile of refuse in the lane gives rise 
to much difficulty as the whole mass 
freezes in winter making it impos- 
sible to remove it in ithe spring when 
the sun and weather has melted tne 
ice. .These slops and other f.uids 
might better be deposited on the 
lots of the householder or on ground 
other than where the garbage is de 
posited. If the househo‘der intends 
to cultivate a garden he canmot do 
anything better than using these 
slops in distributing the moisture on 
the land. ; 

With a little co-operation: of this 
kind, our town people can give a 
vast amount of aasistance to those 
seeking to keep the town clean and 
this will resut in less danger to 
health and render our town more 
sightly. Your assistanc and co-op- 
eration is therefore requested. 

In closing, I desire to thank the 
other members of'my committee for 
their . co-operation and aasistance 
and trust that I have lived up to 
the expectations of my nominators of
